A heavy blow to this pessimistie generalization «is being 
dealt at this very moment. A pioneering project is being under 
taken on ever a grander and more heroie seale than many about 
which epics have been written in the past. It is revitalizing that 
old phrase cf Horace Greenley’s which many thought to be 


antiquated when applied to modern life. 

Scientifically and quietly a commercial air line is being 
established between the United States and the Orient. Of vital 
interest to California is the fact that the western terminus of 


this line will be the Alameda Airport. 
Already the steamer North Haven has sailed with supplies | 
and men to establish air bases at Honolulu, Midway Islands 


Wilkes Island in the Wake island group and Guam. The eastern 
terminal will be Hong Kong. Small colonies will be planted on 
those islands which are at present uninhabited.
